The  child  weeps  and  says  :  But  if  you  all  cry  out  togetker  kow  skall 
we  come  to  an  agreement  ? 

An  English  proverb  says  :  "  Tke  man  who  knows  two  languages  is  wortk  two  men,,.  It 
^  the  first  sentence  that  beginners  of  English  are  taught  and  whoever  coined  it,  is 
certainly  not  wrong,  but...  it  is  just  English  people  who  actually  care  the  least  about  it. 

Should  this  point  be  further  stressed,  then  polyglots  would  be  worth  as  many 
men  as  are  the  languages  they  are  acquainted  with  ;  and  that  would  be  a  great  deal. 
We  only  mean  that  a  mastery  of  languages  is  a  very  efficient  means  to  high  achieve- 
ments in  life.  Further,  it  helps  you  not  to  feel  a  stranger  when  in  a  new  country,  to 
understand  a  poet's  thoughts  better,  or  a  writer's,  or  those  of  a  man  of  science,  by  ena- 
bling you  to  read  their  works  in  their  own  language.  Perhaps  a  day  will  come  when  all 
peoples  will  speak  the  same  language  or,  more  likely,  will  have  a  common  language 
paving  the  way  to  a  better  understanding,  thus  possibly  avoiding  many  a  trouble. 

At  the  "Scientific  Conference,,  held  in  Milan  in  1844. the  idea  was  launched  of 
supplying  facilities  to  all  scholars  and  learned  people  all  over  the  world  through  the 
setting  up  of  international  libraries,  since,  as  everyone  knows,  there -is  no  better  way 
to  appreciate  a  people  than  knowing  its  books.  Having  this  aim  in  view,  a  book  was 
then  published  in  Varallo  Sesia,  bearing  the  rather  lengthy  title:  "A  suggestion  for  a 
universal  catalogue  of  good  books,  which  It  Is  to  be  desired,  should  be  undertaken  and 
carried  out  by  the  learned  men  of  the  Italian  Scientific  Conference,,.  j 

Some  two  years  ago  this  idea  was  taken  up  and  three  people  were  found  who/ 
after  making  it  their  own,  began  to  turn  upside  down  (we  mean  that,  word  by  word!,) 
the  whole  world,  in  order  to  carry  it  out.  | 

First  to  be  mentioned  is  Msgr.  Giovanni  Oalbiati,  celebrating  shortly  his  25th  an- 
niversary as  a  Prefect  to  the  Ambrosiana ;  then  Mr.  Turcotti,  a  very  well-known  and 
nthusiast  polyglot,  and  lastly,  Miss  Albertini. 

The  bombing  of  August  1943  destroyed  about  eighty  thousand  books  at  the  Am- 
brosiana- the  damage  was  enormous  and  we  have  to  make  up  for  it  by  patient,  indu- 
strious, ant-like  labour  and,  what  is  more,  without  means.  Nobody  loses  courage, 
however  and  never  did. 

Mr.  Turcotti,  being  granted  the  power  to  do  so,  started  weaving  those  threads 
that,  in  little  longer  than  two  years,  have  been  reaching  every  spot  in  the  world.

The  Opus  "LAUS  MARINE  BRAIDENSIS,,  came  into 
being  at  the  same   time  as  the  ancient   Brera  Aca- 
demy of  Fine  Arts  and  takes  its  name  from  the  thousand 
-year-old  church  (now  partly  destroyed),  which  was  the 
very  beginning  of  Brera  school,  together  with  the  annexed 
Convent  of  the  Humiliated  of  Santa  Maria  delta  Braida.u, 
The  OPUS  was  created  in  order  to  restore  to  its 
old  splendour  the  ancient  and  glorious  institute  of  Art 
and  lives  thanks  to  the  worthy  efforts  of  a  group  of  artists 
(Mag.s  r.  Bra.de.ises)  and   a  group   of   ladies  (Nobili 
borelle)  who  are  endeavouring,  by  words  and  deeds,  to 
make  the  life  of  the  young  people  at  the  Institute  happier 
and  easier  and  their  studies  more  efficient. 
The  OPUS  has  taken  upon  itself  the  task  of  reconstructing  all  the 
didactic  materia I  and  piecing  together  the  priceless  marble  statues,  some 
of  which  the  gift  of  Canova,  which  were  shattered  by  bombs  and  da- 
maged by  fire  and  water,  and  to  reorganize  all  the  schools,  especially 
hose  of  painting,  sculpture,  and  decoration,  etching  and  history  of  art 
which  have  suftered  very  badly.  3  '

FOREWORD

Controller  of  Films,  Central  Office  of  Information 

The  central  problem  of  education  in  the  modern  world  is  the  effect 
of  technological  advance  and  expanding  horizons  of  economic  and  social 
relationships.  The  old  forms  of  education  are  not  adequate  to  equip  people 
for  an  understanding  of  the  new  world.  The  mass  media  have,  therefore, 
an  especial  function  to  perform  in  a  co-operative  world.  This  is  evidenced 
by  the  ever-widening  use  of  radio,  films  and  television. 

The  film  has  special  aesthetic  properties  which  make  it  eminently 
suitable  for  bridging  the  gap  between  the  citizen  and  his  community — 
these  aesthetic  properties  will  be  analysed.  Recognition  of  the  educational 
problem  to-day  has  brought  many  new  forces  into  the  educational  field 
and  Governments,  in  particular,  have  taken  a  large  hand  in  the  develop- 
ment of  both  film  and  radio. 

The  development  of  those  new  educational  forces  now  operating 
to  supplement  the  formal  educational  system  will  be  traced,  together  with 
the  development  of  the  use  of  the  film  in  specialized  fields,  e.g.,  economics, 
science,  colonial  development,  etc. 
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
